Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 24, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps 

of: 

a processor coupled to the one or more peripheral buses and the memory 
system, the processor adapted to forward data from the first port to the second port and 
comprising one or more microengines to execute program threads, the threads 
including receive schedule program threads to assign the first portion of the network 
packet from the first port to a first receive processing program thread and the second 
portion of the network packet to a second receive processing program thread, in the 
specific combination as recited in the claims. 

Regarding claim 14, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
a sequencer to poll the one or more status flags and place the one or more 
status flags to the one or more registers over the bus, wherein the communication 
system is capable of processing one or more packets of data, and wherein the 
communication system is capable of maintaining an intra-packet order and an inter- 
packet order for the one or more ports, in the specific combination as recited in the 
claim.
